Dr. E. C. Zimmerman (a visitor). 
The origin, distribution and development of island life in the Pacific. Part 2. 
[ABSTRACT] 


The second part of this illustrated series will be devoted to a discussion of some 
aspects of dispersal, the colonisation of oceanic islands, patterns of distribution 
in the Pacific, and the derivation and composition of the Hawaiian fauna.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE ORDINARY MEETING HELD ON 1st Marcu, 1950.

Thanks were voted to donors of gifts to the Library since the last meeting. 

Mr. D. C. Drummond, Miss E. N. Marks, Mr. M. C. Ruben and Mr. R. M. C. 
Williams signed the Obligation Book and were admitted Fellows of the Society. 

Professor G. D. Hale Carpenter exhibited a specimen of Argynnis lathonia L. 
captured at Bournemouth on 11th September, 1949, by Mr. R. M. Harrison, and 
bearing the imprint of a lizard’s jaws on the left hind wing. A Tortoiseshell 
was also shown for comparison, bearing a more complete mark on the right fore 
wing. Professor Carpenter pointed out that lizard imprints were much less 
common than beak marks. 

Dr. E. C. Zimmerman (a visitor from Honolulu) gave the first of a series of 
talks on the origin, distribution and development of island life in the Pacific. 
a note of which appeared on p. 2. A coloured film of recent volcanic activity 
in Hawaii, demonstrating the building up of oceanic islands from the sea bed, 
was shown, and the talk was also illustrated by coloured slides showing the 
geography and vegetation. 

In the discussion which followed, Dr. T. H. C. Taylor referred to the popular 
misconception on, this side of the Atlantic of these islands as flat, sunny, palm 
covered atolls and contrasted it with his impression, still vivid after many years, 
of high forest-clad mountains, with their own characteristic flora and fauna, 
which persist despite the activities of man. He said he had also visited a 
volcano near Lake Kivu, just inside the Belgian Congo from Uganda, which 
erupted in 1938, when the lava destroyed everything in its course as it flowed 
into the lake. In this case the fauna and flora on either side of the lava flow 
began to colonize the devastated area soon after the lava cooled, and earlier 
flows adjoining the current one demonstrated different stages of repopulation. 
Dr. Zimmerman’s film, however, had shown the birth of an island by volcanic 
activity from the sea bed, without land flora or fauna nearby to populate it. 

Dr. Zimmerman said in reply to an enquiry by Mr. R. J. A. W. Lever, that 
research parties were not yet working on the very new island shown in the film, 
which was still cooling. Reference was made to the investigations made at 
Krakatao, in the Dutch East Indies, which erupted in 1883, and where, in 1928, 
thirty different species of birds were found. Sir Guy Marshall, who had worked 
out the weevils from this area, said it was unfortunate that research had started 
there only after a great deal of time had elapsed. 

In reply to an enquiry by Dr. Hugh Scott regarding glaciation, Dr. Zimmer- 
man said there had been an ice cap on Mauna Loa, Hawaii. 
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Mr. C. L. Collenette, commenting on the speaker’s reference to the fact that 
the Hawaiian Islands were in a N.W.-S.E. line, the more recent islands in the 
S.E. being less eroded than the older N.W. islands, enquired as to the probable 
explanation. Dr. Zimmerman explained that many of the fissures associated 
with volcanic activity in parts of Polynesia had such a trend, this phenomenon 
being common to other groups of islands of similar origin. He also said, in 
reply to an enquiry by Mr. C. N. Hawkins, that there was still a tendency for 
volcanic activity to occur towards the 8.E. of the Hawaiian chain. 

In concluding the meeting the President thanked Dr. Zimmerman for showing 
this film which, apart from being of unique interest, would form a basis for his 
forthcoming talks on the development and distribution of life in the Pacific 


islands.
